War Bavaria has been ‘the 

chief centre of Conservative 
and Royalist movements in the 
German Republic. It was here 
that was organized the Orgesch 
movement that attracted so 
much attention in the period 
immediately following the war. 
That organization comprised 
most of the solid Conservative 
elements of the republic. To a 
very large extent it is paralleled 
in the character of its member- 
ship by the Fascisti in Italy. 
The latter movement wus organ- 
ized as a protest against the ex- 
cesses of communism that for a 
time threatened to place Italy 
under a Soviet régime. Similar 
causes gave rise and strength to 
the Orgesch movement in Ba- 
varia, especially after the bloody 
scenes that attended the Com- 
munist fighting in and about 
that city. The success of the 
Fascisti in Italy has given a new 
impulse to the corresvonding 
movement in Bavaria. As the 
movement in Italy developed a 
leader like Mussolini, so the same 
conditions in Bavaria have 
brought to the frent a man, 
Adolf Hitler, who seems to pos- 
sess remarkable qualities of 
leadership. So dominant is his 
personality that the movement 
itself is sometimes referred to as

Bullets 
from army rifles riddled the side of the 
building, killing a number of strikers 
inside. 

Then the Yaqui soldiers, facing hos- 
tile pistol volleys, charged into the 
building. A number of strikers were 
penned in offices, where hand-to-hand 
fighting took place. 

More tha. fifty prisoners were taken 
by the Yaquis. They were sent to Fed- 
eral barracks and will be turned over to 
the civil authorities when the strike 
has ended.

T was evident from the time of the signing of the Peace Treaty 
between England and Ireland which made possible the Con- 
stitution of the Irish Free State that the new Government

NEW storm centre developed in Eastern Europe recently when a 

force of Lithuanian irregulars stormed the city of Memel and 

forced the inadequate French forces defending it to surrender the 
city. ‘lhe act was disavowed by the Lithuanian Government, which, 
however, was undoubtedly in secret sympathy with the movement. The 
Council of Ambassadors of the Allied Powers issued an ultimatum set- 
ting Feb. 8 as the date by which the Lithuanians must withdraw from 
the city, but there was grave doubt whether the order would be obeyed. 
The matter has been brought to the attention of the League of Nations, 
with as yet no definite results. 


Geographically the city of Memel constitutes the only outlet into 
the Baltic Sea for the territory of the Niemen Basin, oceupied by the 
new State of Lithuania. It is about 120 miles away from Lithuania’s 
present capital, the city of Kovno; about 55 and 225 miles, respectively, 
from the Baltic ports of Libau and Riga and about 140 miles away from 
the free port of Danzig. 





The geographical position of Memel determines its strategie value 
and gives any outside country that possesses it the power to cut off 
Lithuania’s access to the sea; to occupy a flanking position with regard 
te aval communications with the Baltic ports and to make its influence 
feit on the naval communications with Danzig. Hence the importance 
ot the place from the Lithuanian viewpoint. At the time of the signing 
of the Treaty of Versailles the city, together with its adjoining Lithu- 
anian territory, was detached from Eastern Prussia and placed under the 
control of the Allied Powers and a French garrison.

RUHR SITUATION 

The return to the Ruhr district of the 
German coal magnates, who had been 
fined by the French authorities for fail- 
ing to co-operate in the matter of ceal 
deliveries, was made the occasion of a 
great demonstration. They were wildly 
cheered and pelted with flowers. 

The Committee of Defense in the 
Ruhr is distributing funds to idle work- 
ers. The money has been subscribed in 
various parts of Germany or advanced 
by the German Government. Married 
men with two children, who have aban- 
doned work voluntarily rather than 
obey the orders of the French, will re- 
ceive 15,750 marks daily, while work- 
men with families who are without em- 
ployment —— to the closing of the 
plants in which they are engaged are 
to be allotted 10,500 marks daily.
